v LESS OF THIS, THOUGH 

It’s been the worst of times oflate fertile Philadelphia Police 
Department ( PPD), which has been all over the news for not- 
so-awesome things. They’re not only being sued by the ACLU of 
Pennsylvania and a local law firm because of their allegedly rac- 
ist “stop-and-frisk" policy, but also, one of their erstwhile stars. 
Inspector Daniel Castro, a 25-year vet, was arrested on extor- 
tion charges — Castro gets the distinction of being the 15 th PPD 
officer arrested since March 2009 — and then another, a cop was 
suspended for boozing on the job. But back to that whole stop- 
and-frisk thing: It's not the first time the ACLU has taken issue 

with this controversial policy. Earlier 
this fall, City Paper wrote about the 
PPD and other local agencies’ aver- 
sion to the state's Right-to-Know 
Law [Cover Story, “Hall of Secrets," 
Holly Otteibein, Sept. 9, 2010] . And guess which files the cops were 
intent cm withholding from the ACLU: If you said the stop-and- 
frisk cases (orrecords on officers’ interactions with illegal aliens), 
pat yourself on the back. (We should note that the allegations in this 
lawsuit stem from different records than the ones we wrote about: 
After endless obstinance, you’ll recall, the ACLU got a court to force 
PPD to disclose those documents: after that, says ACLU staff attor- 
ney Mary Catherine Roper, the cops became more forthcoming.) 

Turns out, PPD had good reason to want to keep those 
records from the public: The lawsuit, citing data from the Police 
Departments Research and Planning Unit, alleges that in 2009, 
about 72 percent of those targeted for stop-and-frisks were

— surprise! — black. What’s more, the 
tactic isn’t terribly effective at preventing 
crime: Only 8 percent of those stop-and- 
frisks prompted arrests, and of those, Paul 
Messing, one of the attorneys on the case, 
told the Daily News, many were disor- 
derly conduct arrests prompted by the 
frisks themselves. 

The suit asks PPD to halt stop-and-frisks 
without reasonable cause, and to monitor 
the practice more closely.

First, though, one difference: Corbett will govern with an assist 
from a Republican-dominated legislature, unlike Christie, 
who has been forced to negotiate with unfriendly Democrats. That 
means our new gov could very well act like Christie on steroids. 
We already know that hell acquiesce to the avaricious demands of 
the natural gas industry that bought him — er funded his cam- 
paign — and deprive this deficit-addled state ofthe billions of dol- 
lars a severance tax could bring in, and probably slash social servic- 
es in urban areas (read: Phfladelphia). After all, that's just what his 
role model wants to do: Earlier this year, Christie vetoed a tax on

dollars was on the line, the 
governor’s “concern became 
more about how it would 
be perceived," Schundler, a 
Republican, told a state Senate 
committee, especially after 
a radio talk-show host 
accused Christie of selling out. 

And then, Christie single- 
handedly put an end to the 
largest mass-transporta- 
tion project in the United 
States, a rail tunnel connecting 
New Jersey to New York City 
under the Hudson River, because he was afraid of cost overruns 
— despite the Department of Transportation’s efforts to ameliorate 
those concerns, and the facts that $600 million has already been 
spent on the project, the feds were kickingin $3 billion and the tun- 
nel would have created 6,000 jobs. Oh yeah, and there’s also the 
recent U.S. Justice Department Inspector General's report alleging 
that Christie, as a U.S. attorney, failed to follow federal travel guide- 
lines and billed taxpayers for stays in luxury hotels. His antipa- 
thy to government spending, it seems, only applies to other people.

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IF THERE'S ONE great, confounding hang-up of 
the news media, it’s the almost-pathologic fear of 
calling someone a liar. lb be sure, there are good 
reasons: Lies are hard to pin down, and the act of 
lyingrequires that slippeiy eel ofintent — to lie, 
the Bar has to know he orshe is lying. Still, its hard 
not to wonder if journalists are sometimes a little 
too comfortable with staring a bald-faced . . . mis- 
truth ... in the eyes and deciding, “Eh. Notmy job.” 

Last week, Kat hryn Haber, president of the Mar- 
cellus Shale Coalition — a trade group that rep- 
resents the interests of companies drilling for gas 
in the Marcellus Shale formation — addressed a 
group of drillers and other gas industry folk at the 
Developing Unconventional Gas East (DUG East) 
conference in Pittsburgh. 

Exactly what she said we don 't know — I wasn’t 
there. But what she PowerRjinted I do, thanks 
to more than two dozen presentations obtained by 
Mitch Troutman of the scrappy drilling watchdog 
group Pennsylvania From Below. 

Not to say Haber's bullet points were at all sur- 
prising: She appears to have made the same argu- 
ments she typically does in endless press releases, 
endless newspaper quotations, endless rebuttals 
of the endless findings that the industry’s claims 
appear to run counter to facts. Take, for example, 
the job-creation numbers she's thrown out there: 
The industry claims that Shale drilling will create 
more than 200,000 jobs by 2020, and more than 
80,000 jobs by the end of 201 0. The figures come 
from a May Penn State study whose authors failed 
to disclose that they'd been funded by die gas indus- 
try. (Penn State later asked that its logo be removed 
from the study. > Too bad the industry's numbers 
don't appear to correspond to anything other than, 
well, the industry’s numbers. Die U.S. Bureau of 
Labor & Industry, by contrast, projects a growth 
of just over 2,000 workers by 2016. But among 
Haber's talking points at DUG East was one bullet 
point that makes her job-creation figures look as 
straight as a right angle: a font-enlarged . under- 
lined, italicized sentence which read: “The Fact: 
There have been no confirmed cases of negative 
groundwater impacts from hydraulic fracturing.” 

It’s a sentence die’s uttered many times before, and 
a sentence I’ve picked apart before in this column. 

Hydraulic fracturing, the process by which gas is 
extracted from the Marcellus Shale, has caused 
numerous contaminations of groundwater, well 
documented by the Pennsylvania Department 
of Environmental Protection (DEP), which has 
found groundwater contamination in various cases 
of spills, explosions, dumpingand leaks of toxic 
drilling wastewater. Point this out to Haber, or 
anyone else representing the industry, and they 
will quibble: These incidents were the result of bad 
well casing, improper lining technique, poor storage 
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practices — but not the hydraulic 
fracturingprocess itself 

Yet even that thin strand of 
rhetorical gymnastics has been 
snipped forcefully asunder in the 
township ofDimock, Pa., where 
the DEP found that fracturing 
operations by Cabot Oil & Gas 
had caused the contamination 
of groundwater from at least 14 
wells. Even as Cabot proposed 
to supply households whose well 
water had been contaminated 
with clean — imported — water, 
the company denied having had 
any role in causing the problem, 
and instead blamed the con- 
tamination on natural methane, 
a claim Haber repeated publicly. 

In response, the DEP conduct- 
ed a battery of tests and inspec- 
tions. “DEP has collected ample 
evidence tying methane found in 
private water supplies to Cabot's 
wells,” wrote DEP Secretary

John Hanger in an open letter 
issued just weeks before the 
recent gas conference, adding 
that, “Sophisticated testing has 
■fingerprinted' gas samples and 
matched gits found in five homes 
to the gas leaking from nearby 
Cabot wells." His conclusion: 
"Overwhelming evidence . . . 
proves the Cabot wells are the 
source of the contamination.” 

There has, in other words, been 
a “confirmed case of negative 
groundwater impact from hydrau- 
lic fracturing” — the very thin g 
whose existence Haber denied 
last week. Undoubtedly, she will 
continue to make the same deni- 
al, and undoubtedly the news 
media will continue to print (but 
notchallenge) her statements. 

What are we to make of this 
apparent conflict with reality? 

Eh. Not my job.

AFTER 34 YEARS, CAN PHILLY 

FINALLY LOVE SONIA SANCHEZ BACK?

Setting down a crisp new 
copy of Morning Haiku on her 
coffee table, Sonia Sanchez 

removes her reading glasses and looks out her window toward West 
Chelten Avenue, as if she can see the answer to my question loitering on 
her porch. 

“Why is it that you are more revered outside of Philadelphia than in it?" 

“I don’t know, my dear brother," she says, with just a hint of a smile pro- 
truding. "I just don't know the answer to that.” But the wheels are spin- 
ning somewhere behind that gentle smile. What could she be thinking? 
Perhaps it is simply this : That perception is about to change — my dear 
brother — sooner or later. 

In fact, there’s a group of committed Philadelphians who want to see it 
change very, very soon. And it looks like they have the clout and connec- 
tions to pull it off 

Iffli IN THE PALEY LIBRARY at Temple University, there is a cas- 
cade of articles on the 76-ycar-old author. Beginning with a slow trickle in 
the late 1960s — mostly related to Homecoming, her first book of poetry 
— tire citations multiply exponentially somewhere around the late 70s, 
with her rising international fame. That's also roughly when Sanchez 
moved to Philadelphia to teach at tire University of Pennsylvania. 

Focusing on The Philadelphia Inquirer alone, it's pretty slim pickings. 
Outside of a few columns by Annette John-Hall (who seems to be a fan), 
there’s really only one big feature since 1980. 

What about Philadelphia magazine? Nada. 

A winner of the PEN Writing Award and the American Book Award, 



Sanchez still commands huge audi- 
ences everywhere from the University of 
Birmingham to Beijing University. Outside 
of Philadelphia, Sonia Sanchez is consid- 
ered Philadelphia’s leading cultural figure. 
The Smithsonian now includes her in its 
traveling exhibit, “Freedom’s Sisters,” 
where she is presented as one of 20 black 
women who “shaped much of the spirit and 
substance of civil rights in America." 

Twenty women, 1862 to the present. 

In local news items on Sanchez, there's 
something a bit cringe-worthy — yet hard to 
put a finger on — in the tone of the descrip- 
tions. Little things, like: In a short article 
describing a “predominantly black audi- 
ence" at her retirement in 1999, the Inquirer 
went out of its way to mention that some of 
the guests wore their hair in dreadlocks. 

Other than John Street, Philadelphia’s 
mayors have largely kept their distance 
from Sanchez. But when Street asked the 
poet to compose a poem for his inauguration 
in 2000, the Inky headline read: “It Took 
Work to Wax Poetic for Street.” Probably 
more of a shot at Street than Sanchez, but it 
likely didn’t inspire Philly’s leading cultural 
figure with feelings of brotherly love, either. 

•em EVAN SOLOT DOESN’T exactly 
fit the composite sketch of a Sonia Sanchez 
fan. He's a straight white guy from 
Northeast Philly, who admits he never even 
had a black friend until he started seriously 
pursuing jazz in collogc. 'That’s the beautiful 
thing about playing music. It doesn't matter 



what you look like; it’s what you sound like," 
he says, sitting in his Bella Vista row home. 

A few years ago he was commissioned to 
write a short classical piece to accompany 
a Sanchez haiku. That got Solot reading — 
and rereading — the prolific poet. He says 
he connected with the simple determination 
to survive in her work. “Hey, in my family, 
we used to joke that we made the move from 
welfare to Mayfair,” he says with a grin. 

He was so inspired, he created an operatic 
version of Sanchez’s 1997 epic poem, “Does 
Your House Have Lions?" In this town, 
when Evan Solot gets inspired, a lot can 
happen. He recorded with nearly all of the 
Gamble and Huff artists back in the 70s, 
and later was one of the founders of the jazz 
program at the University of the Arts. He’s a 
well-connected guy. 

UArts produced Solofs version of lions” last 
year in a massive undertaking, with nearly 
all of the university departments contributing. 

Plus, his wife is president of the First 
Person Festival of Memoir and Documentary 
Art, which got the ball rolling toward a full- 
fledged Sonia spectacular. 

“Sonia was there while [Evan] was work- 
ing on the show, and I got to know her, and 
I just sort of fell in love with her,” says Vicki 
Solot from her Center City office. 

In the ’80s and ’90s, Vicki Solot was one of 
the leading corporate event promoters in the 
area. (The Waterworks and the Bourse both 
opened with Solot-run glitz.) Inspired by the 
work of Annn Deavore Smith, in 2000 she 
founded the First Person Festival, devoted to 
writers telling first-person narratives. 

On opening night of “Lions" at UArts, she 
introduced Sanchez to Pew-winning docu- 
mentary filmmakers Janet Goldwater and 
Barbara Attie. Before long there was a mas- 
sive First Person Arts tribute to Sanchez in 
the works, plus a full-length documentary 
brewing. For many Sanchez admirers, 
“BaddDDD Sonia Sanchez: ATribute in 
Word, Music and Dance" is the long-overdue 
Philly-Sanchez love-in they’ve been waiting 
for.Talib Kweli, Ruby Dee, Rennie Harris, 
Odean Pope, Monnette Sudler and Amiri 
Baraka are all scheduled to perform. Danny 
Glover has even crafted a personal video 
message for Sonia. Originally booked in 
the Painted Bride Arts Center, First Person 





recently moved the tribute to the larger University Baptist Temple due 
to expected ticket sales. 

“I just felt Sonia hadn't gotten the kind of big public recognition in 
Philadelphia that I think she deserves,” says Solot 

When asked why she thinks that is, Solot is trunk: “That's just so 
Philly, don’t you think? We really don’t appreciate our own people." 

TO KIMMIKA WILLIAMS-WITHERSPOON sits on a sofa just 
outside her office at Temple, as procrastinating students stomp down the 
hall to hand her pages of double-spaced type. Williams-Witherspoon is 
one of the few authorities on the histoiy of African-American arts in Phila- 
delphia, and she also happened to be Sanchez's TA back in the early '90s. 

“On an international level there are still those that recognize her 
importance, but not in this city,” she says flatly. 

But then Williams-Witherspoon frames the issue from a different per- 
spective, beginning with the poet's initial rise to prominence in New York's 
Black Arts Movement: “She grew up in the '60s, in New York, where 
bohemianism was a big part of the culture of that city. Philadelphia has 
always been a very conservative, Quaker city. We don’t realize just how 
much that informs the level of censorship that can be levied here. If you’re 
an outsider, used to something else, there’s two ways you can deal with 
that: You can continue to be you and buck the system, or you can eventu- 
ally get absorbed into the existing culture. She was never absorbed.” 

Then we come to the other theme that seems to permeate any discus- 
sion on Sanchez : She has a gift for gab — a gift like nothing you've ever 

heard. “As her TA, you just kinda sit back The students are just in 

awe. They sit at her feet. And she does wax on,” she says with a big laugh . 

Sanchez also has a habit of waxing on about subjects many locals would 
rather forget. In Philadelphia, above all, there are eight syllables that are 
never spoken in polite conversation: MOVE andMumiaAbu-Jamal. But 
Sanchez doesn’t seem to have aproblem talking at length about either one. 

In 1981 she was one ofthree character witnesses to testify on be half of 
Abu-Jamal.The newspaper reports point to Assistant District Attorney 
Joseph McGill’s veihal attacks on the poet, using her writings on Assata 
Shakur to paint her as a violent radical. 

In 1985 she was one of the few locals to join other African-American lead- 
ers in calling for Wilson Goode’s resignation following the MOVE bombing. 

“You know, her stature is so demure [Sanchez is 4-foot-ll] that I think 
her opposition sometimes says, 'Who’s this little lady?™ says Williams- 
Witherspoon. “Then when she comes at them with that voice and her 
spirit ..." But then Williams-Witherspoon thinks for a moment, and 
says finally, “Let’s face it, the activism of the '60s is no longer in vogue. 
Now people want a scholarship like [Henry Louis) Gates or Michael Eric 
Dyson. They want something th at’s palatable, and not so in-your-face.” 

ififl SONIA SANCHEZ LEANS forward on the edge of her couch, 
and again weighs the question at hand carefully in her mind. “Did you 
know 1 have written most of my poetiy, right here, in a place called Phila- 
delphia?"she says, as if she herself were surprised by the answer It's true. 
And in a few more years she will have lived in Philly for most of her life. 

I spend the next two hours probing forthe firebrand radical sometimes

extolled by her fans and often lamented by her 
critics. If that Sanchez exists, I didn't find her. 

“I still challenge authority. But my prob- 
lem was I sometimes used to do itby cursing 
people out, you see. I don't do that anymore, 
because all people remember is the curse,” 
she says. “So now I do it in such a way where 
I slap somebody and hug them at the same 
time, so at least they remember the hug." 

We touch on eveiything from Jackie 
Robinson’s first appearance at Shi be Park 
(not Philly’s finest hour) to Sanchez’s recent 
arrest for protesting the Iraq war with a 
group called the Granny Peace Brigade. 

Her responses tread closer to concerned 
grandmother than radical revolutionary. 

On Munria: “I don’t know what Mumia did 
that night. I cannot tell you what he did. I 
came in as a character witness to say how I 
knew him in this city: always as a progressive 
person, as a human being, and certainly as 
a person who I hoped would get a good trial. 
Which he did not.” 

On MOVE:“When it happened I went down 
in front of City Hall with the MOVE people. 
Not that I believe what they believe, but I 
don't believe in capital punishment. . . . There 
were children in there that burned. So when 
I wrote about it, I wanted people to feel (he 
horror of a fireman looking at that And, also, 
at the same time the horror of not having 
done anything aboutit ...At some point we 
have to understand that we incinerated those 



people, don’t we?” 

I find the MOVE poem in my anthology. 
But she wants to read from Part II — a more 
confrontational stanza not included in the 
book. It’s locked away in the out-of-print 
edition, Under a Soprano Sky. She finds it 
upstairs — her last copy — and reads aloud: 

1. Philadelphia / a disguised southern city/ 
squatting in the eastern pass of/ colleges 
cathedrals and cowboys/ Philadelphia, a 
phalanx of parsons/ and auctioneers/ mod- 
em gladiators/ erasing the delirium of death 
from their sh ields 

2. c’mon girl hurry on down to osage st / 
they’re roasting in the fire / smell the dread- 
locks and blk/ skins / roasting in the fire t 
c’mon newsmen and tv men l hurry on down

But she doesn’t continue. She stops read- 
ing there, takes her glasses off and looks in 
my direction, as if she were offering that last 
question directly to me.

STRANGE POWERS 



Oil the surface, 28-year-old New York-based storyteller Elna 
Baker has a more interesting life than mostofus. She's zigzagged the globe, 
published a top-selling memoir and turned up regularly on This American 
Life and The Moth . On top of that, she’s blonde and pretty and really 
hinny. But what makes her any different than scores of young American 
authors? She doesn't touch caffeine or alcohol. Oh, and she’s a virgin. 

Baker was raised in a strict Mormon household in Tacoma, Wash., 
where saying “no" to most of life’s pleasures was a matter of routine, and 
the chance to spend eternity in the Celestial Kingdom with God and Jesus 
was the only thing worth living for. But there was always a voice inside 
little Elna that wondered, “Does life really have to be all about restraint?” 
Afterhigh school, she moved to New York City to study theater at Tisch 
School of the Arts, holding tight to her religious beliefs while also making 
a conscious effort to say“yes”to most of the questions life threw her way. 
Suddenly doorways began to swing open. She started making friends 
from eveiy walk of life, and met non -Mormon men whom she really, really 
wanted to have sex with. 

The clumsy battles between morality and natural urges is the stuff 
Baker’s stories are made of, and she’s not afraid to bare eveiy embarrass- 
ing, cringe-worthy detail . Take, for instance, an account from her 2009 
memoir The New York Regional Mormon Singles Halloween Dance, when 
she snuck off into the woods with a cute boy, only to fall and crack her 
head open . The poor guy had to drive her home with a maxi pad stuck to 
her forehead. Talk about awkward silence. 

Ironically, it's a lack of inhibition at the writing desk that Baker credits 
as the secret to her success as a raconteur. “There’s been times when Til 
say. Til never write that, Til never put that on stage,’ but then I start writ- 
ingit and it’s so funny I can’t throw it out,” she says. “I certainly don’t paint 
myself that well that often, but it’s more truthful that way, and its funny.” 
For the First RsreonArts Festival, Bakersays shell be wearing several 
hats. Besides performing a selection of popular stories from her book and 
radio appearances, she wasscheduled to host last nights Grand Slam and 
will be leading a workshop on effective storytelling It’s all about knowing 
where a story begins and ends, she says, and being able to tie in a nice life 
lesson. If anyone knows how it’s done, it’s Baker. She may be a nearly-30- 
year-old virgin, but she gives good story.

well known in the U S. as he should be. Perhaps 
it's because American artists suchas Andy Warhol 
and Roy Lichtenstein dominated i nternational Pop 
Art Meanwhile the Italian Pistoletto's most acces- 
sible work is hisPop-related "mirror paintings,” in 
which tissue-thin images of full-scale figures are 
glued to a mirror background. Visitors see their 
reflections integrated into unsettlingly real set- 
tings. Sometimes. Pistoletto includes a painted 
figure looking at its own reflection. In one series, 
architectural elements enhance the il lusion of an 
opening in the wall complete with barriers. 

The element of real time adds to the resonance 
of these experiences.The most melodramatic one 
centersonanoose suspended at around the height 
of the viewer's head.

APLACEATTHETABLE 

The National Museum of American Jewish 
History fits in with Old City’s monuments of 
democracy. By Peter Crimmins 

W ith a sigh of relief many observers of Independence Mall 
will note that its newest addition looks modern. It’s not 
colonial brick, it doesn't have sculpted filigrees on the roof 
line, it’s not brutally monolithic. Instead, ithas dynamic planes, 
a variety of materials and textures, dominated by great gleam- 
ing sheets of glass. There’s nothing Jewish about it — architect 
James Polshek says he designed a building that 
is spiritually neutraL The National Museum of 
American Jewish History bills itself as a patri- w Mere on: 

otic museum, not a religious one, but that's a I citypaper.net 

tricky line to toe. 

That glass wall serves many purposes, and 
Polshek has many names for it a veil, a prism, a welcome mat. 
From a distance it appears to be a wire mesh, like some kind of 
early Frank Gehry experiment. But come closer! — it’s actually 
fritted glass: There is a ceramic pattern baked into the panes in 
weave pattern, tiny gray squares becoming the negative space 
between transparent woven lines. 

With that gray-scale pixilation , the building announces itself as 
the new kid on the block — with a nod to its neighbor, the Bourse, 
of course. That terra-cotta shopping center built in 1895isrefer- 



: enced on the museum’s north wall, also made with terra cotta. The 
dialogue with the Bourse (a kind ofTalmud in stone ) rims outride 
in, as a vein of the earthy red clay snakes along the ceiling of the 
museum’s lobby. 

One of the main design objectives of the museum is manipulat- 
ing light. This is how the glass wall is a veil With light, the build- 
ing affects some emotional control over the museum-goer. A wall of 
pure glass lets in a powerful amount of sideways sun, with the frit 
dampening the flood. A rooftop skylight above a five-story atrium 
pours light through the building’s core. Four galleries circling the 
atrium run that light top-down and sideways. 

On the balcony behind the glass, visitors can enjoy one of die best 
180-degree views of Independence Mall — you can take in both 
j Independence Hall and the Constitution Center by simply pan- 
ning your head left to right. Partial walls

Those artifacts are, of course, the point of all this fanfare. The 
NMAJH tells the story of American Jews over 350 years, beginning 
with the first boatload of expat Jews from Brazil landing in 1654, 
going through the 19th-century mass migration, pausing over 
Irving Berlin, glancing at costumes from Yen 1 1, and soliciting video 
confessions from visitors who can record their own stories and 
keep the cultural dialogue going. 

The curators utilize the most modem exhibition technology

► “HAVE I CHANGED MUCH?"aSkS DrAstTOV. 
“How did I get so okf?" demands Professor Sere- 
bryakov. The community of Anton Chekhov s Unde 
Ifcnyamaynct be ancient— Astrov isonly40,and 
Vanya himself is 50 — but they’re obsessed with 
endings. Life's possibilities and promise dwindle as 
the group experiences, with eloquent wonderment 
the slow march toward death. 

If this was your family, and you had to spend a 
hot summer in their company, you’d throw yourself 
underatrain. (I know — wrong Russian literary 
icon.) ButitsChekhov’sgeniustomakethecharac- 
tersof Vanyanot only sympathetic, but entertaining. 
For nearly three hours, were gripped by their every 
concern. We care what happens to everybody, and 
ride their waves of melancholy. 

Vanya is also funny, though finding the right 
Chekhovian tragicomic balance isfamously difficult. 
At Lantern Theater Co., muchof it Is performed for 
laughs, which pays some dividends early on, but 
ultimately the play 's stature and emobonal clout are 
blunted.Threekeyperformancesdon'tquitework. 
Peter DeLaurier (Vanya) is a charming actor, but here 
he undermines himself wih vaudeirilleshbck straight 
outof Monty Python’s Ministry of Silly Walks. Charlie 
DelMarcelle (Astrov) and Sarah Sanford (Yelena), 
also gifted actors, both adopt an offhand, sardonic 
delivery that is absolutely contemporary, and they 
don’t find the necessary sexual chemistry. Sanford 
in particular is miscast — Yelena may be miserable, 
but she's meant to be throbbing with lifeforce. Here 
she's as drab as everybody else. Director Kathryn 
MacMillan hasn't turned these disparate actors 
into acohesive extended family (to be fair, another 
common problem in Chekhov productions). 

Inthe plus column, there is stelarworkfrom David 
Howey as a deliciously pompous Serebryakov. And 
Melissa Lynchis asympalhetic. lovely Sonya; due 
largely to her, the play's final moments have exactly 
the mix of sadness and radiance we Vebeen waiting 
for.

available. Why have just a map tracking Jews 
during the Western expansion when you can 
have a 12-foot interactive video map? Projections, 
animation and sound-designed immersion are 
crammed along winding paths throughout 5,400 
square feet on each floor. Every inch is used to 
dazzle, enlighten and engage. The section on the 
third floor depicting a New York tenement dur- 
ing the first wave of mass immigration triggers 
claustrophobia. On the second floor, the photos 
used in a mock-up of a suburban tract house 
evoke dejk vu: Donated private family photos 
depict the lifestyle of the midcentury, middle- 
class American Jew. 

The density of the material is enough to leave 
your head spinning. Once you emerge from each 
level’s enclosed gallery, you are back into the atri- 
um, with its five floors of open space and unbro- 
ken sunlight.

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DON’T EVER CHANGE 

The owners of Old City's Chloe celebrate a 
decade of being themselves. By Drew Lazor 

W hat does it take to make it to your 10-year anniversary? 

If we’re talking marriage, simply select a few buzz words 
from the potpourri-scattered couples-counselingbowlin 
the lobby: honesty, loyalty, sacrifice, communication. But what if 
we’re talking restaurants? The cutthroat, tumultuous dice game of 
an industry capable of driving optimistic men an 
ness, bankrupting pie -eyed entrepreneurs and 
boring saucepan-size holes in ihe most concrete 
personal relationships? 

ty, a high mark very few food-and-beverage pros 
have the fortune of reaching. Most restaurants 
fail. So how does a tiny BYOB that doesn’t advertise, doesn’t take 
reservations, won't accept credit cards and hasn’t changed its core 
menu since the beginning survive? And thrive? 

Chloe, Mary Ann Ferrie and Dan Grimes’ unassuming restau- 
rant, celebrates a decade in business this Sunday, Nov. 14. They 
don’t have much of anything special planned for the occasion — in 
fact, they won’t even be open , since the low-key husband/wife team 
serves dinner from Wednesday to Saturday only. Among the first 
restaurateurs to claim their chunk of Philly’s BYO market, Ferrie 
and Grimes have seen hundreds of high-gloss openings and hun- 




dreds oferash-and-burn closings, barely tweaking a thing since 
starting out. In a war zone of a business, where owners chase and 
covet the next-latest-coolest-newest thing, Chloe quietly wins by 
not changing at all. 

Named for one of the couple’s two cats, Chloe sits at Second and 
Arch, one giant block removed from the Red Bull-and-vodka shit- 
storm that chums its way through Old City every weekend. The walls 
and shelves of the candlelit dining room are studded with the sim- 
pering bric-a-brac that people have come to identify with Pliilly BYOs 
— vintage bottles and pitchers, baskets, an empty crate of Hercules 
brand exploding powder. On a recent wee knight, couples huddled 
close at two-tops, pouring each other red and nibbling on housemade 
hummus. A lone server floated about the room, disappearing through 
the kitchen doorway and materializing 
MOPE FOOD AND_ seconds later, the crooks of his arms stocked 



M E A LTI C K E T like this ha ve come and gone. A number of 

things make Chloe resilient. 

For starters, Ferrie and Grimes are co-chefs — many assume 
that he cooks and she's front of die house, like many BYOs past 
and present. But they’re both behind the line — and in fact, no one 
else has ever cooked a plate here other than these two. If he or she 
is sick or hurt, Chloe closes. 

The Restaurant School alums met working at The Latest Dish in 
1997 — Ferrie was Grimes’ boss — got hitched in '99 and opened 
Chloe one year later. Plenty of people think working with a loved 
one is trouble, but Ferrie says there's no other way. “Say he’s work- 
ing at Buddakan and I’m working at Distrito — we’d never see

each other,” she says. “We couldn’t have a normal married 
relationship unless we did it this way.” 

And each has their specialties at the stove. Chloe iden- 
tiiies as “New American,” the slippery descriptor chefs 
will tell you can mean anything, or nothing. At Chloe, it 
means Grimes has free rein to rest sushi-grade tuna atop 
jasmine rice and banana-ginger-soy broth with one hand 
and stuff bowls full of homemade gnocchi with the other. 
Feme’s style is much more down-home — she works the 
grill, cranking out racks of saucy baby backs with crocks 
of cave-aged cheddar mac ’n’ cheese (“Everybody thinks 
there’s a black Southern grandma,” and not a white, 
rosy-cheeked North Jersey native, “back here making 
ribs," laughs Grimes) and their grilled pizza, scattered 
with fig jam, Gorgonzola and olive oil. They never, ever 
switch it up. Grimes hasn’t worked the grill station since 
his Latest Dish days, and if Ferrie were to try her hand at 
gnocchi, “it would be like rocks on a plate," she assures. 

So award Chloe points for consistency in food, a stead- 
fastness that extends past who's cooking it and influ- 
ences what they're actually cooking — many dishes, from 
the tuna and ribs plates to the Moroccan-spiced lamb 
skewer/minted couscous entree, have been on offer since 
day one. Regulars would pitch a fit otherwise. The lively 
nightly specials are where they deviate — a simple, sim- 
ply awesome plate of tender braised fennel dressed with 

bowl of chicken and dumpling soup that could incinerate 
even the most insidious autumn chill. 

Grimes admits his chefiing mind wanders much more 
than Feme’s, which is why it’s nice to have a built-in sys- 
tem of culinary checks and balances — his very candid 
wife. “She’s solid — I bend," he says. “So she keeps me 
solid. [If I sayl, ‘Maybe we should do ... ,’ (she says], 'No! 
Chloe is this, Don't ruin the integrity of it.’ . . . She’s gotta 
talk me off a cloud sometimes.” 

She’s equally candid about Chloc’s unwavering policies: 
Dinner four nights a week, and no — that is absolutely no 
— reservations. It’s been a point of contention with diners 
for 10 years, but Feme’s held her ground. Why? “On any 
Wednesday to Saturday night, you should be able to grab 
a bottle of wine, grab a dining companion or come by your 
damn self, and be like, T just feel like going to have the 
ribs tonight at Chloe, so I’m going to go,’” says Ferrie. “You 
don’t need to plan it before." 

Enough diners have followed suit over the years to 
justify this policy, and though the couple recognizes that 
the economy has screwed with their numbers, a weekend 
table will surely still come with a wait. Inconvenient? 
Maybe. But in this flash-bang-fizzle restaurant climate, 
it’s a little reassuring that something that worked in 
2000 — that really does seem so long ago — still works 
just as well today. 

"In 10 years, most things have changed,” says Grimes 
of Cliloe’s run, “A lot of doors have closed — like Mar says, 
one will close and two more will open up." 

This one’s been open.
